“ Don't help a good boy go 
wrong; don't leave the keys 
in your car.” the radio com­ 
mercial implores. 
“If he's a good boy, what's 
he doing in my car in the 
first place?” an irate listen­ 
er asked, talking back to the 
tape recording. 
But the nationally - distrib­ 
uted public service message 
is on the right track, East 
Liverpool police believe. Most 
auto thefts are perpetrated 
on impulse by youngsters who 
spot the keys "left in the ig­ 
nition or an unlocked switch. 
Many officers believe an or­ 
dinance that makes it a mis­ 
demeanor to walk away from 
one s auto, leaving the keys 
in the 
switch, would go a 


long way toward cutting down 
on the number of auto thefts 
in East Liverpool. 


ADMITTEDLY enforcement 
of such an ordinance would 
he unpopular in a small city 
such as East Liverpool, just 
as are the ordinances against 
jay - walking and other mi­ 
nor offenses that most people 
commit without thinking. 
There’s legislation that pro­ 
hibits leaving a motor vehicle 
unattended with the m o t o r 
running. It's violated dozens 
of times a day by persons 
who halt for a moment each 
morning outside a news deal­ 
er's store or the Post Office 
while on their way to work. 
East Liverpool drivers have 
been leaving their keys in 
their cars or walking away 
with the motor still running 
for so long that few realize 
it’s an

invitation 
to 
thievery. 
When filing a theft report, 


the owners always are asked 
if the keys were left in the 
car or if the ignition was un­ 
locked 
Usually

truth — believing their insur­ 
ance companies will not cover 
a loss if carelessness is indi­ 
cated.

Impotent Giant 


A faculty member of Columbia University 
laid recently that his place of emplox-ment re­ 
minded him of the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
under that old paterfamilias Francis Joseph—a 
sprawling aggregate of manv dissimilar ele­ 
ments, difficult to govern and impossible to de­ 
fend against internal or external threats. 
Columbia’s lack of capacity to govern itself 
lies in the way that it grew. As somebody said 
■bout ha:^, it was not built—it accumulated 
In the beginning there was an undergraduate 
In.stitution, Kings College, created in the reign 
of George III. Over the two centuries since, it 
has become an aggregate of many schools, in 
stitutes and faculties, all with some measure of 
self-government. Now in the mid-2f)th century, 
these pursue quite different policies toward var­ 
ied objectives 


QUITE NATURALLY, in a citv o'! large as 
New York, there were many institutions whose 
purpose had something to do with education 
and research And since Columbia’s governing 
administration has always had a tendency to 
expand, the university in one way or another 
has absorbed many of these into his own corp­ 
orate structure. 
In some cases those independent institutions 
had a considerable endow'ment and a merger 
with Columbia was dictated by the universitv’.s 
perennial need for money 
In other instances 
these originally independent insitutions, because 
of the death of their founders, found themselves 
pinched for lack of funds and they sought out 
the protection and security of a large institu 
tion. 
Sometimes th°re were individuals who want­ 
ed to perpetuate their own names and also to 
incorporate some idea that they had in an insfi- 
ti'Jion. Hence they would give money to Colum­ 
bia to found a new school within the Columbia 
establishment. That is how the Pulitzer gradu­ 
ate school of journalism came to be a par! of 
Columbia 
Tn certain instances a specific activity of the 
graduate school sought an identity of its own 
And so a group of professors dignified them 
selves as an institute with its own curriculum 
and administrative officers. 
Thi.s process of expansion went on without se 
rious difficulties so long as Nicholas Murray 
Butler was president. Rut he was a ver\ 
strong man and a great administrator

dominance over deans, faculties, students and 
trustees was seldom questioned 
I recall an incident wlien, for a verv short 
time in the early 19:ifl,s, 1 was a faculty member 
of the law school For a professor may he a 
member of more than one faculty The dean of 
the law scho(»l had retired and certain members 
of the law faculty were intent upon choosing a 
dean other than Young R 
Smith who was But­ 
ler’s reported choiee. 


AND .SO after a long faculty meeting, n com­ 
mittee of four went tn the president and argued 
for their candidate. Butler listened tn their plea 
and then said abnipWy: "Thank yon. gentle­ 
men. I shall appoint Smith tomorrow. I must 
have deans T can work with,”

ders from the president. The four dis.'-'idents re­ 
signed and went to other institutions. One of 
them. William 0, Douglas, is now a member of 
the U.S. Supreme Court.

A productivity agreement in our context is a 
settlement in which workers agree to make

make a combination of these improvements

A faculty member of Columbia University 
•aid recently that his place of employment re­ 
minded him of the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
under that old palerfamilias Francis Joseph a 
sprawling aggregate of manv dissimilar ele­ 
ments. difficult to govern and impossible to de­ 
fend against internal or external threats. 
Columbia’s lack of capacity to govern itself 
lies in the way that it grew. As somebody said 
■bout hash, it was not built—it accumulated 
fn the beginning there was an undergraduate 
Institution, Kings College, created in the reign 
of George III Over the two centuries since, it 
has become an aggregate of many schools, in 
•titutes and faculties, all with some measure of 
self-government Now in tho mid-2ftth century.

New York, there were many institutions who** 
purpose had something to do with educa'ion 
and research And since Columbia's governing 
administration bas always had a tendency to 
expand the university in one way or another

In some cases those independent institutions 
bad a considerable endowment and a merger 
with Columbia was dictated by the university’s 
perennial need for money 
In other instances

ANSWER : Lunar rings, or halos, are occasionally seen, 
especially in the .\rctic regions, when there is a high gauze­ 
like cloud in the sky called cirro-stratas. Such a cloud is 
compased of minute, needle-like, floating ice crystals i.see 
picture I. Some of the moonlight 
is refracted or bent by the 
crystals so that it is 
turned down at an angle which mecLs 
our eyes It appears round because the txxly which is making 
it is round. These halos often show colors—white on the out­ 
side, then yellow, orange and red. Accompanying the north­ 
ern holas may be cross shapes and spots of light called sun 
dogs. Farmers will often tell you that a ring around the 
moon (the same thing as a haloi means rain. This is often 
tnie, blit it may depend on whether the air pressure is rising 
or falling. If air pre.ssure falls rapidly a ring around the 
moon means rain 75 per cent of the time, according to 
weather experts. Halos are so spiritual in appearance, so 
beautiful, that the old religious painters put them as light 
circles around the heads of sacred figures.

Some of the moonlight is refracted or bent by the 
crystals so that it is turned down at an angle winch meets 
our eyes It appears round because the body which is making 
it is round These hales often show colors white on the out­ 
side. then \ellow. orange arid red Accompanying the north­ 
ern holas may be cross shapes and spots of light called sun 
dogs Farmers will often tell you that a ring around the 
moon (the same thing as a haloi means rain. This is often 
true, but it may depend on whether the air pressure is rising 
or falling If air pressure falls rapidly a ring around the 
moon means rain 75 per cent of tile time, according to 
weather experts. Halos are so spiritual in appearance, sr, 
beautiful, that tile old religious painters put them as light 
circles around the heads of sacred figures
